TARIFF. 


SIR A. MOND’S EXPOSITION. 


IMPERIAL TRADES COMMIS- 
SION _ SUGGESTED. 


Sir Alfred Mond made a remark: 
able apeech on the resources of the 
Empire and the urgent need for 
their development, at a meeting of 
members, stummoned by the Empire 
Industrial Association. 

Considering how, great was the 
connter-nttraction of the debate in 
the Honse the 
Trades Disputes Bill, it was remark- 
able that about 140 members should 
have crowded one of. the Standing 
Committee listening with 
igreat attention to all Sir Alfred 
Mond had to say. Sir Henry Page 
Croft. was in ‘the chair, 

The specch marked the, abandon- 
ment on his part of those fiscal 
theories of Free Trade which Sir 
Alfred Mond’s name has for so many 
years been axsociated. 

Sir Alfred pointed out, to start 
with, that the ultimate position of 
the British people in relation to the 
rest of the world muat depend more 
upon the proper organisation of the 
infinite resources which the Empire 
commands than upon any legis- 


Intion to control or regulate labour 
conditions in this country. 


Modern economic tendencics were 
in the direction of creating greater 
esonomic unita—industrially, inter- 
nationally, and Imperially. 

A fitave Danger. 

At present, he continued, ‘no or- 
ganisation exists which even at- 
tempts to co-ordinate the manifold 
resources’ of the British Empire 
systematically to bring them into 
closer contact ataong Empire pro- 
ducers and consumers, and to ob- 
tain for members of the Empire 
any advantages in the commercial 
treaties of the world. 

“In fact,” he said, '‘ there is no 
united front whatsoever, in theory 
or practice, and there is grave 
danger of each unit obtaining not 
a maximum, but a minitnum benefit 
cither from itg resources or its 
efforts.” 

The tendency for cach unit of 
tht Empire to develop itself with. 
out regard to the whole he regard- 
ed ag a grave danger. While the 
Dominions took nearly half of 
Britain’t total exports, we import- 
ed less than one-third of our re- 
quirements from the Dominions. 

He did not disguise .the com- 
plexity of the problem—caused hy 
the fact that while this country had 
grown up on a basis of free im- 
ports, the Dominions had developed 
a system of protective tariffs. The 
obvious ideal wag Imperial Free 
Trade, which thé United States 
possessed. 

Ho suggested an Imperial Trade 
Commission which should look at 
the interests of the whole rather 
than of the part, and consider the 
setting-up of the idea of o Joint 
Imperial Tariff againct the goods 
and products of those countries out- 
side the Empire Economic Union. 
Tariffs, however, were not the only 
means of dealing with these ques- 
tions. The contro] of important 
raw materials and the formation 
of compensation pools were other 
methoda.

SOME-ASTONISHING 
DEVELOPMENTS. 


It is a good many years since 
Joseph Chamberlain, with an eye 
both shrewd and visionary, saw 
that industrial countries were turn- 
ing more and more for their indus- 
trial products to the Tropics, and 
deduced therefrom the long neglect- 
ed Crown Colonics Were of enor- 
mous value to the British nation. 
We have already done something to 
redeem the long neglect and the 
scientific problems’ of “Tropical 
development the subject of 
organised research, and although 
the surface is no more than scratelt- 
ed, the results already obtained far 
more than justify’ the faith and 
enthusiasm of the pioneers. 

Kew Gardens And Rubber. 


By way of cvidence, we need 
hardly recall the romantic story of 
how Kew Gardens wrested the 
secret of rubber from the Amazon, 
and thus gave to British Malaya a 
supremacy in the production of one 
of the most valuable vegetable pro- 
‘ducts of the world. It may not be 
so well known that, some years 
before a native brought some secds 
nt the cocoa-tree in his pocket to 
the Gold Coast. from the “Spanish 
territory of Fernando Po, with the 
result that what was then a tro- 
pical jungle now produces more 
than half the, eacoa crop of the 
world, and kes exchange about 
six million poundg worth of British 
goods a yenr~™Agaia, in recent 
years, we haye made of Burmah the 
greatest rice-exporting country in 
the world; India and Ceylon out- 
rival China in their tea gardens, 
and Turkey in their coffee planta- 
tions. Thus, by transplantation and 
cultivation we are making of these 
and other Colonies a vast Tropical 
farm, yielding livelihood and susten- 
ance both to their natives and our 
industrial millions. 


The Empire Marketing Board. 


The Empire Marketing Board, 
which works under the Colonial 
Office, is using ‘its annual grant 
wisely and carefully, both to forward 
this work by research and to make 
jt known to English’ people. Its 
maps, pamphlets, and pictures are 
being brought before British child- 
ren by the co-operation of thou: 
sands of schools, and the work of 
advertising Imperial products begun 
at Wembley is thus being made per- 
manent. In the matter of research, 
it has revived in co-operation with 
the East African Government the 
Amanj Research Institute of Tan- 
ganyika, in which the Germans to 
their credit, when they owned that 


are 


territory, made fruitful discoveries. 
It is also giving financia] support 
to tho Imperial College of Tropical 
Agriculture in Trinidad, “and its 
grant to Kew Gardens will enable 
the botanists of that wonderful In- 
stitution personally to investigate 
problems set to them in any part 
cof. the world. The Australian 
Government proposes to found a 


Tropical Institute in Queensland. 
Should it do so, there would then 
be a chain of Tropical Research 
stations, which, between them, 
might train workers and make dis- 
coveries of incalculable value to the 
world. We might recall how 
malaria is losing its terrors through 
the discoveries of a British scien- 
tist. As we have found a way to 
deal with the mosquito, so also we 
may discover a means of fighting 
that no less terrible pest, the 
teetse fly, which is at present 
spreading its moleficent sway over 
many parts of Africa. Modern dis- 
covery Bug ‘ 
the edge o' developments by which 
the world will be madé to yield a 
hundred and a thousand fold of its 
old production’ for~the support of 
mankind. my

No Profit From Milk. 

Miik production, on the basis of 
the contracts at present running, 
in leaving little or no profit: for 
farmers who are not well favoured 
by their holdings and the incidence 
of muxkets. And the whole milk 
position is being prejudiced for 
producers by the constantly increas- 
ing surplus of milk over the nation's 
demands for it in liquid form. 

Milk and sugar cet in the last 
few years have been the only pro- 
ducts in which furmers have had 
any confidence because, producing 
under contracts, whether . they 
thought them adequate or not, they 
did know the price they would 
receive. 

With the automatic decline at 
hand of the subsidy givén to set the 
young beet sugar industry on its 
feet, there ure beginning to be 
qualms about the future of beet 
growing. The farmers and the 
sugar manufacturers will soon be 
mecting to fix the new price for the 
roots, and in the conditions of the 
moment there is likely to be some 
hard bargaining. 

A good dea} more could be said 
about the causes of the present 
position. There is the plight of 
large ummbers of men who, when 
their landlords were cutting up 
their estates, were forced to buy 
their farms or yo out of husiness. 

‘They got together all they could 
and borrowed the rest of the pur- 
chase price, and now, with all the 
markets against them, are at their 
ite’ end to keep out of the bank- 
ruptey court. 

Bankers and imerchants are con 
plaining to-day as they have never 
done }efore. It was stated in the 
House of Commone last Wednesday 
that the return of one large bank 
shows that farmers are overdrawn 
to the extent of an average of £600 
per account. 

Recent figures, also given in the 
House of Commons, showed that 
the receiving orders against farmers 
in England and Wales in the last

Banks In A Difficulty. 


These figures appear to show a 
of extreme distress. 
Actually, the fact is gravely the 
opposite, The position has gone 
from desperation to hopelessness. 
Those who have inside knowledgo 
of the farming industry tell me that 
there are, now such large numbers 
of farmers in ‘an unsound position 
that tieither - the bankers, iner- 
chants, nor auctioneers dare “press 
their claims. If they did so ‘there 
would e wholesale . bankruptcies. 
Single’ counties would. equal the 
present - figures for the “whole 
country. : 


At present. agriculturists can sec 
no hope for their industry. But 
they know that it numbers over 
400,000 holdings and employs nearly 
800,000 people. They are unwilling 
to believe that the nation is wish- 
ful to view its death struggles or 
that the bulk of the populace re- 
garda it as of no national *import- 


ance. 

It has been told, both publicly 
and privately, that it’ can be given 
neither protection nor subsidy. It 
believes that its hope lics in one 
‘or the other, and thatthe Govern- 
ment which told it that it can have 
noither one nor the other knows the 
same.

LORD BALFOUR’S SECRET. 


DECLINES TO SAY HOW HE 
KEEPS YOUNG AT 78. 


Although the Earl of Balfour, 
Lord President of the Council will 
be 79 on July 25th, he still declines 
to divulge the secret of how he 
has retained that youthful vitality 
which makes him one of the most 
picturesque figures in polities. This 
summer Lord Balfour again intends 
to play tennis and golf, at both of 
which he is vigorously proficient. 
The case with which he still drives 
his motorcar in London traffic 
shows that his nerves are a8 steady 
as in those days, long ago, when 
he went to and fro administering 
“firm government? in Ireland, 
though he well knew that his life 
was in hourly danger from secret 
societies, and as they were 20 years 
ago, when “i seated himself in an 
infunt aeroplane and .flew away 
bare-headed efore the eyes of a 
great assembly at Hendon. 

When Lord Baifour was admitted 
to the Freedom and Livery of the 
Jiaberdashers' Company, the Mas- 
ter (Sir Charles C. Wakefield) ‘put 
this question to him: 

We should like him to let us 
into the secret of perpetual youth. 
There are many who expound 
theories, more or less scientific, 
about the way to keep young. 
Lord Balfour has so far kept his 
‘own counsel, but his wonderful 
versatility © and his amazing 
vitality and vigour suggest that 
he could say much that would be 
to the point. 

Before rising to reply Lord Bal- 
four made a pencilled note on a 
piece of paper and. the company 
waited for the secret. But he was 
more than usually cautious and 
wary, and defensively he threaded 
his way into a speech on the con- 
tinuity of the City spirit through 
the ages.. He then left to keep aw 
engagement elsewhere, and some- 
one exclaimed: '‘ He didn’t answer 
the question !”’

AN “ATTEMPT TO ESCAPE. 


CHINESE WHO BROKE AWAY 
FROM DETECTIVE. 


RE-HEARING OF CASE 
GRANTED. 


Recently Mr. R. A. D. Forrest, 
sitting at the Central Magistracy, 
sentenced 2 Chinese, who eseaped 
from the 
detective by jumping through the 
window of an Aberdeen bus, but

A sequel to this sentence was the 
appearance at the Central Magis- 
tracy yesterday morning of Mr. C.

He 
anid they were identified mainly 
because they bad some: nails in 
them. Counsel submitted that it 
was a common practice to put nails 
in fishing, nets, and contended that 
there were many other nets in use 
with nails in them! 

Mr. Forrest said he did nob see 
any good ground for granting a 
re-opening of the case. The accus- 
ed had been asked in Court if he 
had any witnesses to call, and he 
had replied “No.’" In a subsequent 
statement the prisoner had said a 
man was present when he bough’ 
the nets. He (the Magistrate) then 
suggested that this man should be 
called, and after hesitating for 
some time, the prisoncr had agreed. 


Ho was sent out under: escort to} 


find the man and escaped on the 
way. 

Mr. Russ remarked that he had 
that witness now, and suggested the 
Magistrate should hear his evidence. 
If after that his Worship was not 
inclined to reconsider the case, the 
sentence could stand. Mr. 
said he realised the only drawback 
against his client was the fact that 
he had run away, but that did not 
point solely to guilt, it’might have 
been due to panic. 

The Magistrate said that he was 
more concerned ubout the point 
‘that prisoner had said he had no 
witnesses to call, and then when 
he was given an opportunity to 
clear himself, had used it to effect 
his escape.

INQUEST ON VICTIMS 
OPENED. 


WHOLE AFFAIR TO BE 
INVESTIGATED. 


QUESTION OF THE GRILLES. 


Yesterday ut the Central Magis- 
tracy a special jury was empanelled 
to enquire into the death of the 
victims of the ss. Lewig' A rong 
Mr. RR. E, Lindsell sat 
as Coroner and the jurymen were 
Messrs. F. ©. Hall (foreman), W. 
Logan and J. F. Joseph. | 

It will be recalled that the s.s. 
Leung Kwong was sunk at Capsui- 
mun Pass on May 9th as a result 
of a collision with the steam launch 
Moonshine, About 150 lives were 
fost including the Chief Officer, Mr.

As he was about to start for the 
upper deck, he saw the Moonshine 
coming along the port sido of the 
Leung Kiang.

Two 
out of the three friends with him 
had also "been rescued, but the third 
drown, In less than ten 
minutes after he had gone into the 
Moonshine, the Leung Kieong sank 
by her. bow.

thereon.” , . 

The Coroner added that it would 
be for the jury to decide whether 
there was any negligence on the 
part of the owners or Captain of 
the Leung Kwong, and if so, whe- 
ther it would justify them return- 
ing a verdict of manslaughter.

The cirenmstances of a Chinese 
workman'a death at the Taikoo 
Sugar Refinery were ‘yelated at an 
inquest held at the Central Magis- 
tracy yesterday on Chan Ting (50). 
The Coroner (Major C. Willson) 
sat with a jury.

Civil Hospital, stated that on April 
“oth Chan Ting was admitted to the 
hospital suffering from fractures of” 


both legs. One of the factures was 


compound, Au operation was per 
formed the same evening and tho 


roken bones were set. For several 


days the condition of deceused waw 
serious, but he did fairly well. 
Later despite the dressings, the 
wound in the left leg turned septic, 
and in this condition deceased re- . 
mained for three weeks. At tho 
end of that time his health déterior- 
ated and he was compelled to lie 
motionless upon his bed. He be- 
came worse and died on May gith. 

A post inortem examination had 
revealed that death was due to 
chronic blood poisoning and pneu- 
monia resulting from the injury. 

A fellow workman of deccased’s 
stated that they were working in a 
tank at the Sugar Rofinery. The 
motors were in motion but the shalt 
was not revolving as they went 
towards the tank, As they lowered. 
themselves into the tank, the lever 
used to set the machinery in motion 
wis accidentally touched and the 
shaft began The four 
rods that were fixed to that -part 
of the shaft inside the tank hegan . 


to move. 


to revolve and witness was thrown 
aside. He and deceased both cried 
out “save Jife’ and in answer to 

their shouts the foreman appeared 

and stopped the machinery. One 

of witness's legs was hroken but 

he was able to haw) himself out of 

the tank. To get out of the tank 

‘it, was necessary to grasp the brim 

and climb up, 

Corroborative evidence was given 
by the foreman. He stated that he 
ran up to the tank in response to 
deceased’s cries and found him 
lying in the bottom of the tank, 
When he had stopped the machin- 
ery an English member of the staff 
arrived and an ambulance was sent 
for, The main part of the machin- 
ery was working at the time the - 
two men were in the tank. 

The Coroner, addressing the jury, 
remarked that the only point not 
cleared up was, ‘ Who actually 
touched the lever and set the 
machinery -in motion?” 

The jury found that death was 
accidental, adding a rider that. the : 
Taikoo Sugar Refinery should,. if 
frossible, provide an exit. in the 
tanke, away from the lever that 
seta the machinery in motion. 

In accordance with the jury's 
finding, a verdict of accidental” 
death was registered.

Having regard to the extra- 
ordinarily fine, detailed, and com- 
plicated Customs classifications mow 
in voxue on the European Con- 
tinent, the gonuine and all-round 
application of the time-honoured 
most-favoured-nation clause is not 
always assured. So far aa trade 
between Great Britain and France 
is concerned; the balance, contrary 
to the -pre-war position, is now 
heavily in favour of the latter 
country, and the disparity would 
be further aceentuated by — the 
enovmous increases now contemplat- 
ed by France in her.existing tariffs 
on foreign imports, “increases in 
muny crses of 300 per cent. or more. 


Seeing that over two-thirds of 
France's large volume of exports to 
Great Britain is admitted free of 
duty, justice is expected to be done 
to this country on the basis of some 
at least of the principles laid down 
in the all-important Protocol an- 
nexed to the Anglo-German Coim- 
mercial Treaty, a Protocol which, 
so it was explained at the time, 
was intended to serve, at any rate 
in part, as a model for future 
British Treaties of Commerce with 
Protectionist countries. This re- 
mark applies moro especially. to 
Articles 1 and 2 of the aforemen- 
tioned Protocol, The outstanding 
phrase in Article 2, indeed, in the 
whole Protocol, reads thus: 

Each party further agrees, when 
modifying its existing ‘Customs * 
tariff and fixing future rates of. 
Customs duty as far as they 
apecially affect the interests of the 
other party, to take due regard to 
reciprocity, and to the development 
on fuir and equitable terms of the 
commerce of the two countries, the 
German Government taking into 
full account the favourable treat- 
ment at present accorded to goods 
the produce or manufacture of 
Germany on importation into the 
United Kingdom. 

Had the question of an Anglo- 
French Commercial Treaty been 
tuken up two yeara ago it would no 
doubt’ have been possible to balance 
Great Britain's big remission of 
war debt by more material French 
concessions to British exporters.

There can he 
no greater contrast than that of the 
Praxidilean Hermes and the typical 
seated Chinese’ Buddha, Buddha 
with his open rohe showing the 
rolls of flesh all over his body. the 
labes of his earg lengthened and 
distorted, and his bland face with 
sleepy eves and small mysterious 
smiJe, represents an absolutely 
different iden, The Ruddha is no 
glorious youth bat an old man. with 
a gross body, and yet a curious 
divinity of his own.

Under the name of Sculpture the 
Chinese group bronze and iron 
work, earthenware — figures, and 
carving in wood, ivory and semi- 
precious stones. The astonishing 
thing about it is that with but few 
exceptions there is the samc idea 
underlying the work produced by 
artists in each of these materiale— 
the iden -of tranquility. A. com- 
parison between the rough and 
forceful lines of Rodin's “Penseur”’ 
and a jade statuette of any of the 
various Chinese divinities clearly 
illustrates this. The white jade 
which. is peculiarly hard, has been 
polished and .smoothed until it 


and the teaching of the divinity 
dolce far niente, 

There are specimens of Chinese 
sculpture in all materials and of 
many different periods among the 
collection of Komor & .Komor, and 
it is astonishing how even the 
slightest study of these picces gives 
an appreciation of the outlook ‘of 
the sculptor. At first sight, to a 
lover of 
sculpture, they scem vague and 
oversmooth,. with an irritating 
similarity and lack of precision. 
But it is just that atmosphere of’ 
tranquillity for which. their makers 
have striven which serves to deaden 
criticiam and to awaken apprecia- 
tion. ; ; 
There are two large bronze heads 
upstairs dating from the Tang 
Dynasty which would hold their 


place among the sculpture of any 
country or period. The expression 
on the face of the right hand: one 
disarms criticism immediately, and 
you feel that it would be impossible 


to remain irritated or even virtnous- 
ly indignant in its- presence. The 
face is very strongly and finely 
modelled and the way in which the 
long lobes of the cars (a sign of 
wisdom) fall into line with the head 
dress reminds one forcibly of the 
head of the Egyptian Thomes IV. 
There are two small heads of baked 
earthenware of the same period 
which are interesting, and a pair 
of statuctttes of earthenware with 
a thick porcelain glaze representing 
Sien Loo the godess of the clouds 
which are wonderfully expressive. 
She holds a vase in her arms and 
is supposed to be floating among 
the clouds collecting rain, Her 
long slit eyes and the absolute 
repose of both face and figure, with 
the simple and get vague lines of 
drapery are wonderfully cx pre oe 
of the apparently aimless drifting 
of big masses of clouds. - 

A small soapstone group of a 
goodness seated ont lion with a 
small boy attendant is more 
delicate and decisive in-carving, the 
figure of the child being full of 
life and energy. 

Mr. Komor showed me pieces in 
pink, white and virions green jades, 
of which a group of two gold fish: s 
in pink jade was really exqitisite 
in its movement and ‘life: and 
others, notably a Buddha holding a 
flower in white’ matrix jade had 
just the same tranquillity 1s the 
Tang bronzes. 

Other animal subjects which in- 
terested ‘me particularly were an 
elephant in dark agate with a long 
trunk carrying a small pot of 
flowers. on his back. The curious 
point about this piece is the 
majesty and strength éxpressed in 
the animal despitchis trivial burden, 
A magnificent cagle is carved in 
dark erystal, and. a. partridge carved 
in amethyst. crouches close to the 
ground and a_ protecting rock so 
that at first sight one does not dis- 
tinguish what the group represents: 
but soft feathers, a beating heart, 
and timid cunning are conveyed with 
a consummaté art. What was pos- 
sibly the most fascinating of all the 
treasures I saw was an ivory hand 


looks. as soft and ‘pliable ag lard, [ 


the ‘clean lines of Greek} 


rest for a scribe. The under surface 
is deeply carved with a connected 
series of harvesting scenes; at the 
top a typical Chinese hut with. pigs 
poking about round the door, below 
and joined to it by delicately carved 
trees and grasses is a seene on 
the threshing floor; below again, 
tiny figures bind the corn, stack it 
and reap it. One could examine such 
a carving by the hour and not ex- 
haust its fascination. The minute 
F figures, their expressive faces and 
poses, the faithful rendering of the 
smallest detai! of dress or leaf are 
things to marvel at. Indeed be- 
wilderment is tie Feeling given by 
a hasty survey of the many branches 
of Chinese sculpture, why have the 
artists been so curiously cramped 
when they evidence such amazing 
skill wid vitality? Are our western 
art canons wrong and those of the 
Chinese right? Such questions as 
these are bound to: arise in, ones 
mind, and to awaken a desire to 
know more of Chinese art.

ON BEING FITTED. 


Native tailors are very skilful but 
they need careful watching, and 
with the present slim silhouette once 
must guard against anything that 
spoils the line of a dress.

STROKE ALLOWANCE IN 
FULL. 


“RABBITS” ». " TIGERS.” 


Fierce controversy will rage rownd 
a new decision just. made by the 
commitlos of the Felixstowe Golf 
Club—one of the oldest in England. 
{At a special committee meeling, 
[Mr E. Hawthorne, the. captain 
| (whose handicap is 10), . proposed 
lthat the fal? handicap difference 
iinstead of the existing three- 
quarters) should be allowed in 
hogey competitions and in match 
play .on the course, and that the 
allowance in foursomes should’ be, 
in future, one-half and not three- 
eights (the present allowance) of 
the combined handicaps. 


The decision was put into force 
immediately, and tested on the 
spot. Twelve players, of widely 
different handicaps, played — six 
mutehes. Of these, four ended on 
the Isth green and two on the 17th 
Breen. 

A Blow At Tradition. 


The change strikes a blow at the 
practice existing all over the world 
of golf, Under the avcopted allow- 
ance in the past, oa man whose 
handicap is 4, when playing an 
opponent whose handicap is 16, 
only allows 9 strokes in around 
instead of the full difference of 12 
strokes. 

It in interesting, that it applies 
to bogey competitions. Bogey (an 
imaginary opponent who plays ao 
sound game without making any 
mistakes, but who never does any- 
thing miraculous) is treated as a 
human gpponent by all clubs, and 
i he,” luo, is usually asked: to con- 
cede only three-quarters of the 
difference in strokes to those who 
play against “him.” 


More Generous Bogey. 


At Kelixstowe bogey must now be 
more generous and, no doubt, will 
encounter many reverses, 

The general argument underlying 
the Felixstowe decision is that there 
is no rile of golf countenancing the 
liberal discount taken by the better 
players. : 

It is perfectly clear.that a heated 
‘and nation-wide discussion between 
golf “rabbits” and “ tigers’ will 
follow this attack on one of the 
privileges of the experienced 
player. From the latter’s point of 
view very many half-crowns will 
take ‘the wrong turning. 

Although it is the general prac- 
tice throughout Great Britain to 
allow only three-quarters of the 
handicap difference, it muy be 
mentioned that a good many years 
ago the Royal North Devon Club, 
Westward Ho! introduced such a 
system ag that which Felixstowe has 
now adopted. The reason was that 
back-markers were constantly win- 
ning the handicap tournaments, 
and the change met with general 
approval, 

A New Thrill. 


Views expressed by golfers on the 
decision include : 

Mr, J. Wellesley Orr, the Manches- 
ter stipendiary magistrate, for 
many years secretary of the 
Middle Templo Golfing Society, 
“handicap 11 at the Coombe Wood 
Golf Club; In my opinion the 
16 man who plays a scratch man 
under the present custom never 
holds a ghost of a chance.

LOCAL BOWLERS DO WELL. 


BUT BATSMEN 


FAIL. 


Singapore. has certainly no need 
to he ashamed of its cricketers. 

The representative team did ex- 
cellently against the Australians in

{ BRITISH NORTH BORNEO. 


SIR NEILL MALCOLM’S 
REPORT. 


MANY CHINESE IMMIGRANTS, 


According to Sit Neill Malcolm, 
the new president of the British 
North Borneo Chartered Company, 
who has just returned to Singapore 
after a prolonged tour, big develop- 
ments are pending in the arenas con- 
trolled by the Company. 


One of the most important 
schemes: which it is intended to 
put into operation is the alienation 
of Jand at easy terms for people 
who care to settle in the country. 


Peasant Holdings, 


Under the land terms which were 
introduced in 1923, 640 acres were 
alienated, but during the ‘rubber 
boom it was found that the system 
was open to-abuse and new terms 
came into operation during May. 
Under these Jand has been divided 
into peasant holdings up to 15 
acres, proprietors holdings up to 
1M acres and company holdings 
above ‘100 acres. Land is being 
taken up at a rapid rate. 


Chinese Immigrants. 


Chinese immigration is on the in- 
crease and the immigrants are of a 
good type. It is realised that this 
may be due in some mensure to the 
trcubles in China, but at the same 
time the Company has a scheme by 
which the immigrants can notify 
their friends of the advantages to 
be obtained and, furthermore, pas- 
sages are paid from Hong Kong. 

Gambling is © gradually being 
nbolished and no opposition has 
been notiecd with regard to the 
measures which. have been taken. 
¥t is hoped that the Joss of revenue 
will be compensated by the indirect 
benefits which will naturally accrue, 


Opium Smoking Regulations. 


FoJlowing the Geneva recommen- 
dations with regard to opium sinok- 
ing, the. registration of smokers is 
being enforced. The company is, 
of course, unable to: follow the 
example of the Straits Settlements 
by floating a fund of $30,000,000, but 
the price of the drug has been in- 
creased and the resulting revenue 
will be set aside to form the nucleus 
of a fund which it is hoped in time 
will become some compensation for 
the amount lost. i 

Rubber is not taxed at present 
but it is proposed to impose a tax 
on rubber planted after 1928, which 
should come into force about 1931.

MYSTERY OF MEASLES. 


GREAT NEW RESEARCH 
LABORATORY. 

With the object of intensifying 
the war on measles, the Metropoli- 
tan Asylums Board—which is re- 
sponsible for the treatment ‘and 
isolation of infectious cases in the 
London area—has built a modern 
research Jaboratory, which was 
opened by Mr. Neville Chamber- 
lain, the Minister of Health, at 
Park Hospital, Hither Green, 8.E., 
where continuous research will be 
carried out. 

Mr. Francis Morris, the chair- 
man of the board, ste‘ed at the 
opening that mortality from this 
children’s disease has more fatal 
results than has scarlet fever. The 
average deaths during the last 15 
years showed that, of every’ mil- 


‘lion, 251 were due to measles and 


only 42 to scarlet fever, while last 
year there were 35,000 cases of 
meales among school children in 
‘London alone. The actual cause of 
the disease, however, remained un- 
known. : 

Blood Tests, 


It seemed extraordinary, Mr. 
Chamberlain said, in view of the 
large sums of money spent on 
isolation hospitals, that more had 
not. been done to try to discover 
the cause of measles. Dr. 3 
McCartney, Director of Research

conduct the researches, told a Datly 
Mail reporter that the greatest 
difficulty in investigating the dis- 
ease was to obtain suitable mediums 
for experiment. He said: 

Measles is a disease peculjar to 
human beings. Animals are im- 
inune except a certain species of 
monkey, and as these cost about 
£30 apiece they are out of the 
question. We cannot make tests 
on grown men ‘and women, ag 
they are immune, either having 
had measles in childhood or being 
naturally immuné. 

The only other course open is 
to experiment on children under 
five. We should have.to test at 
least 200 to’ make quite certain 
that there was no room for error. 
J] do.not think it would-be pose- 
sible to get the consent of parents 
to make these tests, and I would 
snot like to accept the responsi- 
bility if we could. — 

‘We sha]l therefore have to con- 
.tent ourselves with making tests 
of the blood. of children actually 
suffering from the disease and so 
hope to isolate the virus. A 
philanthropist who would supply 
the monkeys might do 4 great 
service in the attack on’ the 
disease. 


While this research is in progress, 
the loboratory will also make 
further researches into ecarlet fever 
and whooping cot and the serum 
treatment of mnall-pox. :

FRANCE’S BIRTH RATE- 


INFANT MORTALITY RESPON- 
SIBLE FOR DECREASING 
POPULATION. 


MARRIAGE LESS POPULAR. 


The . statistics of 
births, marriages and deatha in 


France for the year 1920 show that 


preliminary 


sinco the war a 
gradual to the normal. 
The total population of France is 
wiven 2s 40,745,000. It js less than 
that computed for the same area 
in 1913, namely 41,470,000, but it is 
an increase on 1820 when it was 
39,300,000, There has been a- slight 
but steady rise each year since the 
war ceased to affect that numbers. 
The returns show a decline in the 
number of marriages since 1920 but 
an increase as compared with 1913, 
In that year there were 312,036 mar- 
riages or a rate of 15.1 per 1,000 
inhabitants. In 1920 the number 
of marriages was 623,859 or 31.8 per 
1,000, but the increase was obvious- 
ly the after effect of postponement 
due to the war. 


has been

In 1926 there were 
346,126 marriages or 17 per 1,000, 
the lowest figure and average since 
the war. 

The aspect of the new statistics of 
greatest interest to France is that 
relating to the Ddirth-rate. Con- 
trary to the popular belief, there 
is no very striking decline in the 
hirth-rate of France. The musaber 
of births in 1913 was 790,355, a rate 
of 19,1 por 1,000, and in 1926 it was 
766,226, of 18.8 per 1,000. There 
was w decrease in 1925, but an in- 
crease dn 1024, 1923, and 1982. [t 
is, however, offset by the compara- 
tively high infant death-rate. In 
the death-rate at all ages there bas 
been hardly any movement since the 
war, having in view the increase 
and decrease of the population. 
But the number of children dying 
below the aye of one year in 1926 


“was 74,698 as compared with 68,367 


in 1925, Nearly one-third of the 
increase occurred in the third quar- 
ter of the year: compared with 1925 
the first quarter showed an. actual 
decrease. In’ 20° departments the 
infant death-rate was lower than in 


-| the previous year, and in two it was 
stationary, but in 68 departinents,, 


it rose. In the Department of 
Cantal, the increase was 41 per 
cent, and in the Haute Marne it 
was 40 per cent. 

The return gives 2 comparative 
table of the infant ‘death-rates in 
the principal countries as compar- 
ed with that of France, though the 
figures ure only available down to 
1925. According to these, the rate 
in France in 1924 was 85 per 1,000 
and in 1925 it was 89 per 1,000. On 
the other hand, it was 112 per 1,000 
in 1914. The report points to the 
progress made in reducing the in- 
fant death-rate, especially among 
the northern European countrics, 
due to the progress .made by 
modern sanitation and hygience.

LONDON EVER CHANGING. 


SURPRISES AFTER FOUR 
MONTHS’ ABSENCE. 


A NEW PICCADILLY. 


Those who have been away from 
London for long periods always 
exclaim at the changes wrought 
during their absence. Perhaps more 
striking even than such changes, 
however, ure those more sudden ones 
which oceur in a few months. 

A four-months absentee from Lon- 
don walked into half a new Picca- 
dilly-circus early in May. The 


.yreat white corner of Piccadilly 


with the circus. was matched by 
another great corner building at 
the other side of Regent- street, pro- 
jecting like the prow of a ship into 
the circus. 

The lofty windows, which are the 
prominent feature of these new 
iruildings, arte now producing a 
massed effect, and really a fine one, 
though perhaps fewer and larger 
panes would have given them a 
little more distinction.

“T shall endeavour to prove, not- 
withstanding pessimism and appar- 
ently outward signs of a diacour- 
aging nature, that the Church as a 
whole is exerting as great an in- 
fluence in the life of the nation as 
at any previous period in its his- 
tory.” .

CIVIL SERVANTS AND LORD 
“ MIDLETON. * 


The civil servants have promptly 
repudiated charges. made by Lord 
Midleton in ‘the House of Lords 
when dealing with the question of 
economy ‘in Government depart- 
ments. Particularly they resent the 
inference that they enjoy two hours 
for lunch. . 

An official of an association re- 
presenting 10,000 civil servants de 
scribed Lord Midleton’s remarks as 
provocative and unwarranted in 
ther general application. 

_ “Lord Midleton,”’ he said, “‘ought 
to know perfectly well that 200,000 
civil. servants do not waste two 


hours every. day over lunch. They. 


are fortunate. if they have longer 
than three-quarters of an hour, and 
often the time is only half an hour. 
Thousands ‘of ‘them are often Bo 
buay that they sre unable to go out 
for a meal. - : 

- We are supposed to have six 
weeks’ holiday in the year, .but in 
practice it works out at three 
weeka, If Civil Servants have such 
‘an casy time how is it that many 
of the seniors who begin at 9 a.m. 
work on ‘until ‘midnight, while 
others often have to finish their 
work in their own homes? Weare 
not conditioned by a 48-hour week 
—rather it is one of 84, hours. 

Mr. Charles Watney, of tho Civil 
Service Confedergtion, writes. that 
Lord Midieton’s statements in the 
Lords are inaccurate and challenges 
him to produce any evidence that 
his asgcrtions are true.

HOW THE NAVY LOST ITS 
WHISKERS. 


A SAVING OF BAD LANGUAGE. 


ADMIRAL EARDLEY-WILMOT'S 
REMINISCENCES. 


The story of how Queen Victoria 
allowed the Navy to give up its 
regulation whiskers fashion is told 
in Rear-Admiral Sir Sydney Eard- 
ley-Wilmot's You 
will find the xccount sandwiched 
between fasvinatingly un-technical 


reminiscences.

“A feature of the Navy in those 

days," writes the Admiral—those 
being his midshipman days—‘‘ were 
the long side-whiskers. Everybody 
had to shave the upper lip and 
the chin so as to leave @ space be- 
tween the whiskers the width of 
three fingers. No regulation as to 
length of whisker existed, and I 
remember one officer allowed such 
a growth that he tucked the ends 
in his waistcoat pockets. 
*~'™ No one suggested any relief 
until a Kirst Lord came who had 
a beard and, being a civilian, bad 
no naval traditions. This was Mr. 
Child 7 : 

Mr. Childers’ proposition that 
officers could grow beards met with 
extreme disapproval at the Ad 
miralty; but he had one supporter, 
Prince Leiningen, Captain of the 
Royal Yacht, who wrote to him: 

“There is more bad language 
made use of during the quarter of 
an hour’ devoted to shaving than 
during. any other part of the day, 
and no wonder. Jack has had three 
hours on deck from 4 a.m. aloft, 
or on the look-out steaming head to 
wind. He goes below, his face as 
hard as dron. A bad razor, a bit 
of broken looking-glass, u wet deck, 
the ship rolling or pitching. Such 
are the difficulties under which the 
British seaman shaves,” 


The Queen Agrees, 


Mr. Childers submitted to Queen 
Victoria the Order he proposed to 
issue. 

“Tho Queen agreed with the 
Order, writing to him on June 17th, 
1889, and again on the Y5th, saying 
on no acount should moustaches 
be allowed without beards. So the 
Order went forth, ‘to, the joy of the 
whole Navy except some of the 
oldest officers, and I remember a 
solemn procession of officers cach 
with his razor going to the gang- 
way and committing the instrument 
of torture to the deep. 

"The House Of Lords.” 

The £merald, in which Sir 
Sydney went to sea as 2 naval cadet 
in 1861, was most distinguished. 
Among the lieutenants were Lord 
Charles Scott and Lord Walter 
Kerr; and among the midshipmen 
were the Marquess of Queensberry 
and the Hon. Evelyn Ellis—‘t quite 
an aristocratic ship,” he writes, 
‘ gometimes alluded to as the House 
of Lords.” 

“Our principal recreation after 
hours at sea or in harbour was box- 
ing. Queensberry was a beautiful 
boxer. As a senior midshipman he 
instructed the youngsters in this 
art. From him originated the well- 
known Quemsberry rules. He was 
absolutely fearless, and would fight 
the biggest, man he met on. shore 
with little or no provocation. 
Sometimes he got the worst of it. 
On one occasion he could not return 
that day to the ship owing’ to two 
conspicuous black eyes.”

There is also a good story of 
Queen Alexandra: 

“ 7 was told that on one occasion 
Her Majesty paid a visit to Den- 
mark accompanied by the battle 
She desired to go 
over this fino vessel, so went on 
board and made a lengthy inspec- 
tion of ‘her. Having completed it 
she expressed her admiration. 
While she was resting in the 
Captain's cabin: he told her they 
were of the ‘Cat’ class. She asked 
him if there were any more ‘ Cats,’ 
“Yes, your Majesty,’ he replied 
without thinking, ‘there are the 
Queen Mary and the Princess 
Royal!’ The only comment she 
made was, ‘I don’t think it is a 
pretty name.’ ”
